New York, Oct. IS.— Carl Decker, 
one of the r eec a e w of BTUi((elins Ooiio 
J Oisnerot, from tke Casa de Reoojidas, 
Harana, arrived in this city on the 
Spanish line Bteanihhi;i Panama yester- 
day afternoon. Ue was met down the 
bay bj s niunbar of newipsparmwi and 
nid: 

"X was oommiMioned to go to Oaba 

and deliver Senorita Cosio y Cisneroa 
from the filthy recojidas priaon. I 
•tarted from Naw Yoirk Aml tt, de- 
termined to free tiM woman, flhoSffh I 
did not eee my way clear aa 1^ plant 
to be adopted. After reaching Havana 
manv plana saggested themselvea to 
me, bat each one proved impracticable. 
I tried to bribe the jailer or alcade, but 
he wanted |16,000 for the job, and poR- 
itive assarance that he and his family 
conld get to the United States. This 
waa too rich a proposition for nic. " 

Mr. Decker repeated the story of the 
rescue from the juil as a'.rcadv tolil in his 
dispatches, and then related what hap- 
pened after the girl waa ontot the 
prison. He said : 

'• Wlion !?enorita Cosio j Cisnoros en- 
tered our shauty adjoininp the j.iil wo 
let htT rest a few monieutij ami then 
took her to a carriage waiting outside 
and drove to the houoe of a friend. The 
friend was holding a iiceptiou that 
night which wa8 a part of the plot. 
The man who drove the carriage was 
one of t)ie conspirators. Si imntJi t^ci.sio 
y Cisneros was exhaa.sted from excite- 
ment when she reached tlM lUMUM» tiot 
she did not give way. 

l)n Thur.-^day morning hIio was taken 
to the home of a friend, where she re- 
mained in MoreQj until Satoidagr after* 
noon. 

"To reach the steamer for New York 
she was obliged to walk down Obispo 
street, the princ:i)al t)i(iriiughfarc ;if 
Havana, at a time when the strt-et wa.s 
crowded, and yet take Imr time and 
smoke a cigar. If she liad skulked 
about the back streets she would imme- 
diately ha.e been suspected. It waa 
over a mile from the house to the pier. 
She had a pas.sport made out under au 
assumed name. All the steamships 
anchor out in the stream. Senorita 
CisiuTO.-! walked down from the house, 
clad as a rancher, and my companion 
and I followed. She sauntered along 
leism-ely and once in a while turned 
about to see if we were following. We 
motioned her to go on. She grew more 
confident as she went along, but we 
could see that she was under a strain. 
She got on the launch and we waited, 
and when the launch returned from the 
Teasel and she was not on it we knew 
that the scheme had worked like a 
charm. 

"The day after the jail break the 
town was astir over the escape of S<>u- 
orita Cisneros, a house-to-house search 
was begun and wotild have been kept 
np had not a telegram from Minister 
Dnpuy de Lome at Washington in- 
formed Weyler that the girl wos on the 
high seas and expected any day in New 
York. Then Weyler was mad. He 
threw the jailer, Jose Quintana, into 
jail, whereupon the jailer told about my 
attempting to bribe him. This, in con- 
nection with the surmise of De Lome, 
placed suspicion on me. I gave it out 
that I was going to take a steamer for 
Mezica There waa only one steamer 
leaving Sonday, and that was a Span- 
ish attMuner. I waited for instructions 
from New York, and had almost made 
np my mind to start Snndav, instmc- 
tlona or no instructions. My inatmc- 
tiooioame, happily. 

"My f fusport was made oat in the 
name of Karl Decker. In order to take 
the Panama Sunday night, and run the 
gauntlet I most get my pa.isport vised 
and stamped with the seal of the secre- 
tary of the captain general. I knew 
that my passport would never be signed 
and I leamea that an order for my ar- 
rest waa determined on and that I was 
to be arreeted at S o'clock Monday 
morning. I got a glimpse of the writ- 
ing of Senor Corjoval, the secretary of 
Weyler, and copied it bo that I had it 
down fine. Then I forged the vise sig- 
nature. I determined to do without 
the seal. At the last moment I went to 
the wharf and took the launch for the 
steamship. The inspector lodced at my 

Fassport and asked where the seal was. 
assumed a nonchalant air iw best I 
could, and told him that Senor Car- 
ioval was at the Ingleterre hotel, ^nd 
naving no seal, he signed his name to a 
statement saying it was all right. The 
inspector hesitated, and showed the 
signatnre to another insp<v'tor, and he 
said 'all right,' and i \\u^ -afc 

"The Si)aniKh antlinriins never 
thought for a iiiomciit tliat 1 would take 
a Hspanish steamer. Nearly all the 
Americans take the Ameri<an liiuv 
They did not think to guard the Pan- 
ama and watch for me. They arrest all 
prisoners at b o'clock in the morning. 
They were sure I would he in town 
Monday, and they were fooled." 

Senorita Cosio y Cisneros received a 
number of visitors at the Hotel Wal- 
dorf yesterday, aitiong them General 
Julio * Sangnily, Henry. George, Tom L. 
Johnson and es-Postmaitar OlMrlee W. 
Dayton.

Nsw ToBK, Oct. 10.— A dispatch to 
The Berald from Havana says : Cap- 



tain Qeneral Weyler's rule in Cuba 
will end WUh the present week. Qen- 
atal Oaatellonos will act as captain gen- 
ehil nntil General Blanco's arrival in 

Havana from Spain on Saturday night, 
when he will immediately take the oath 
of otHce. 

General Weyler, although expressing 
regret that he bad been recalled before 
he had succeeded in omshing the rebel - 
Uon, takes the matter philosophically, 
and is making preparation to sail on 
(Jot. 20. He persists in maintaining 
that hia methods are the only onea that 
will eventually forM ft* InitalfeMilitb 
surrender. 

In the meantime the rebels show no 
signs of willingness to negotiated for 
peace on the Imais of autonomy. On 
the contrary, they are preparing to take 
the aggreastve. The uufe ftKoe that 
started westward last week, It Is rs- 
pofted, includes an effective company 
of artillery. The intention is evidently 
to Join Omeral Costillho and maka a 
demonstration in Havana province. 

In Pinar del Rio the rebels have been 
active daring the paat few days. They 
again attaoked and raided the town «t 
Oangre. killing aeveial feanish soldien. 
Tbtj also ambnsned a oolamn of Spaa- 
ish guerillaa near Mangaa, killing man 
than 20. 

The rebel brigadier, Llorento, at- 
taoked the old tracha of San Antonio 
andUeW np one of the forts, badly 
wounding So soldiers. The rebda then 
passed through tha trocha drivings 
herd of catUe. 

AMNESTY TO PHtSONBRS. 

A nilbusteriiiB Expedition IIm Ljtnded in 
Cnbk and Joined the Iniurgente. 

Havana, Oct. 15. — General Weyler, 
the retiring captain general, has grant- 
ed amnesty to 46 more political prison- 
ers, including several women who have 
been incarcerated on the Isle of Pines. 

It is rei>orfcd in official circles that a 
filibustering oxi)edition, including Jose 
Loreto Cepero, an American citi/en, 
and 14 others, has been landed at the 
entrance of the river Arimo, province 
of Santa Clara, and has suooeisded in 
joining the insurgent forces command- 
ed by Rego. 

ALL CUBAN EXILE S PARDONED. 

BolnfereoBiaats ef Spaalik Troops Bav> 

ried to Cubs. 

Madrid, Oct. 15.— At the cabinet 
jouiicil yesterday it was decided to par- 
ion all Cuban exiles not included in 
previo-as amnesties and to suspend the 
decree of Sept. 12, relative to legislative 
reforms in the Philippine islands. 

Reinforcements of Spanish troops for 
Cuba are being hurried forward by the 
militarj imtluMrities. About 6,003 addi- 
tional soldiers will leave Spain for that 
island befot* the end of the present 
month. 

NO SfeTT LEMENT REACHID. 

Mtoers aad opernton of Wosfe Ttegtola 

Fall to Agree. 

Charleston, W. Va., Oct. 15.— The 
effort to adjust the difference between 
the coal operators of the Kanawha val- 
ley and their men has f.ailed absolutely 
and President Ratcliford left last night 
for Columbus, disheartened over his 
failure. Two conferences were held yes- 
terday between a committee of miners, 
inolnding Preaideat Batchford and 
Chris Evans, and a committee of oper- 
ators. 

The price offered by the operators was 
•SO cents fi)r suit and .')(> cents for hard 
coal. Tlie miiuTS accepted this, bat 
wlun the 'luc^tinii of a signed aicree- 
ment to bind all tlie operators was pre- 
sented, they objected. Tlicy want(>d 
the owner of eacli individual mine to 
make and sign a separate contract. 
This was the lirst disagreement ;iiid the 
second one was on a demand made by 
the miners that the men should not be 
discriminated against for not dealing at 
the company's stores. The operators 
refused to agree to this, and the 0OBfer> 

ence was at an end. 

President Ratcliford feels bittsrtt^ 
ward the operators. He said he came 
here fully deteriniiicd to settle the strike 
in someway. Tlie miners, lie said, had 
conceded nearly every vital iioint and 
he was convinced that the operators 
were determined to light the miners' 
organization in West Virginia. He 
says the tight will lie continued on the 
part of the coal diggers and he does not 
now hope to see a settlement any time 
soon. 

Lako SoKoeaor rousAon. 

Manistiqi-e, Mich., Oct. 15.— The 
schooner Kate Winslow, heavily laden 
with pig iron, foundered in Lake Mich- 
igan off Seul Choix Point early yester- 
day morning. Captain E. J. Gnyler 
and his crew succeeded in reaching the 
shore without loss of life, and made 
their way to Whitedale, a small town a 
short distanoe from this port. The 
schooner and cargo are a total loss. 
The Winslow left Gladat<me Wednef 
day bound for Sandusky. 

Miners Reaume U'ork. 

PiTTSBLRQ, Oct, 16.— The 8,600 miners 
of the river district, who have been idle 
for two weeks owing to a dispute over 
the differential, have resumed work, 
pending a settlement of the trouble by 
arbitration. The resumption was made 
with the understanding that a decision 
is to bo reached within 10 days, so that 
the tirst pay received by the miners can 
be based on the rate dsoided upon by 
the arbitrators. 



M1DOLE8BORO, Ky., Oct. 15.— It de- 
veldps now that Robert Wilooz was the 
man who killed Joseph GMbson from 
ambush Wedneeday nighl.

NO HALF WAY VERDICT. 

Lut-tgert't Attorney Wanta Him Acquit- 
te<l ur Quill)' of rimt l>r|[r«e Murder. 
Chic AdO, Oct. 16. — The flood of ora- 
tory continued in the Luetgert trial yes- 
terday, and it will last two days longer. 
Attorney Phalen, for the defense, con- 
cluded his address after speaking two 
hours, and then Attorney Vincent be- 
gan the closing address in behalf of the 
defendant. The main point of his ar- 
gument was to raise in the minds of 
the jury a doubt as to whether Mrs. 
Lnetgert is ntil^ dead. He admitted 
that she had disappeared, but insisted 
that it had not been shown beyond all 
doubt that she was dead. 

Having spekit mAoh time in trying to 
create the <tpa]E>t in the minds of the 
jury, he inaiated that there should be 
no half way measures In the verdict. 



If liuetgert was guilty of this crime he 
deserv) d all that the law could meet 
out to him, but if he was not guilty be- 
yond all doubt he should be set free. 
Mr. Vincent insisted that the case was 
not one for compromise verdicts. It 
would not do to sentence the prisoner 
to tla penitentiary, Ixfcauso it was just 
possible that the Moman might turn up 
some day. If the jury believed that 
there was any likelihood of her turning 
up at any later day. it was their busi- 
ness to aciiuit the prisoner now. 

JUSTICa FIELD R ESIGNS. 
UtM* DmM Thas Attoraer Oonoral lts« 

Krnua Will Be Hll Rnocesior. 

Wa>hinotov, Oct. 15,— The retire- 
ment of Justice Stephen Johnson Field 
from the bench of the supreme court, 
after the longest term of service on rec- 
ord, was publicly announced yesterdi^ 
at ths court. The correspondenoe in- 
cludes four letters. In April last Jus- 
tice Field wrote to the president inform- 
ing him of his intention to retire on the 
1st of December next. 




JOSIICI FIELD. 

No response was made to this nntil 
Saturday last, when President McKiu- 
ley acknowledged the receipt of the let- 
ter in a complimentary note and accept- 
ed the retirement. 

Justice Field formally communicated 
the fact to his associates Tuesday, and 
on Wednesday they signed a joint letter 
expressing regret at the necessity which 
compelled the venerable justice to ceas>> 
his active labor. 

Justice Field was appointed to the 
supreme court of the United States in 
18ti;{ bv President Lincoln. 

After the adjournment of the court 
yesterday the justices and the officers of 
the court calle^ in a bcdy at Justice 
Field's house and took otlicial leave of 
the retiring justice. Although his res- 
ignation does not take effect until the 
1 St of December, it is the understand- 
ing that Justice Field will not resume 
his seat on the bench dtiring the in- 
terim. 

The president apparently has not de- 
cided yet upon the appointments that 
Justice F. eld's retirement will occasion 
save that Attorney (reneral McKenna 
will bo nominated for the supreme 
bench unless Home cause intervenes 
between now and December to prevent 
it. Mr, McKinley has made some in- 
quiries of political callers which have 
led them to believe that his mind is 
pretty well made np on McKenna as 
the next justice of the supreme court, 
but to none of them so far as can be 
learned did he mention the matter Of a 
new attorney general. 

TOBA CCO SM OKE. 

ThN* and a llnir Million Pounds Bomed 
at Onrhau), N. C. 

Raucioh. Oct. 16.— The city of Dur- 
ham was yesterday visited by the most 
destructive fire in its history. Seven 4- 
Btory wooden prizu honsi s. filled with 
tobacco, and eight dwellings, were de- 
stroyed. The total loss is $^,000, with 
|:JOO,000 insurance. 

The fire originated at II o'clock in 
the roof of a building owned by H. J. 
Baas Ss Company and spead rapidly, 
enveloping the whole block. At 13 
o'clock assistance was telegraphed for 
from here and a special train waa sent 
half an hour later. 

The principal loss was sustained by 
the American Tobacco company. The 
heaviest losers follow :

Some weeks ago Governor Bradley or- 
dered State Inapector Leater to make a 
tborongh examination of tbe booka and 
affairs of the penitentiary chair contract, 
and make aome definite rejiort as to 
whether the State was making money or 
loaing money under the Martin contract, 
and whether the State waa realizing the 
3"> cents per day for^the labor of each 
onvict guaranteed by tbe contract. 

Aa tbia inveetigation pro g reaaed it be- 
came neceaaary to have aomalazpart tea- 
timony aa to the cost of making chairs, 
in order to aacertain the true atatua of 
afiaira. 

It waa aaggeated to the Governor that 

several disinterested chair manufacturera 
should be invited to inspect the phmt, 
and then let tbe Inapector take^their 
depoaitiona. Tbe Governor adopted this 
plan, and told the Inapeetor to aee that 
these expert* had access to all records 
and figures in the penitentiary that tbey 
might need. 

Armed with an order from tbe Inaperor 
the chair experts went to work on tbe 
hooks this morning, but were stopped in 
half an hour by the Deputy Warden, w ho 
lAu acting under State Treaaurer Long's 
orders, the Governor and ail tbe other 
Commissioners being out of the city. 
Long justifies bis conduct on the ground 
that Contractor Bfartin's rivals in busi- 
neaa have no right to examine bia bookp, 
and that the booka were not open for the 
laapection of nonresidents of Kentucky 
Treaaurer Long is as mad as a wet ben 
about It, and when Governor Bradley n - 
turns home and find his orders have been 
trampled upon he will >»et|Iiotter. Mean- 
time everybody, iucludiog Kepublicans, 
believe tbe State ia loaing over $100,000 
a year under tbe oontraot, and tha SUik- 
in^' Fund Commissioners are put in the 
altitude of saying: "We know the .State 
is losing money, but don't want the chuir 
manufacturera to know it." 

The manufacturers were Fred Weikel, 
of Louisville; B. I'. Burkhardt, President 
of tbe Stomps-Burkhardt Company, Day- 
ton, Ohio; J. M. Curia, Superintendent 
of the G. J. Wilber Chair Company, Can- 
nellton, Ind., and W. E. Rice, Superin- 
tendent of the Ueywood Bros, it Water- 
Held Co., Chicago. They made signed 
Btatementa telling bow tbey bad been 
refused access to the books. 

Treaaurer Long declared that none but 
Mr. Weikel had a right to examine the 
hooka. Inapaotor Laalar aaid be would 
not contrue the Governor'a order to mean 
that any one but Weikel could investigate 
the chair factory. He aaid Weikel could 
make an inventory of tbe factory if tbe 
Sinking Fund Oommiaaionera conaaated. 

He added that he thought he might 
have to make an inventory later on. 
Thia waa in dh^t contradiction to the 
Governor'a ordera. Tba Governor aaid 
ha would inatruct the Inspector to have 
tba committee of chair manufacturers 
make a tliorough examination of the 
chair buaineaa and to then take their 
depoaitiona. The atatement of Fred 
Weikel and Walter 8. Foiraatar fortber 
aays: 

"Theaa cbahr manufacturers !were in- 
vited hare on tba atreagtb of tba Gover- 
nor'a promiae to Mr. Forrester that auch 
a thorough investigatien should be made 
by them, and tlie Governor made good 
thia pron^iae by iaauing the neoeaaary 
ordera to tbe State Inapector, and the 
Governor stated that ^Ir. Long agreed to 
this arrangemeut, and further agreed to 
furnish copies of any recorda that might 
be required, provided we would pay the 
cost of copying aucb records.

the Object cf the AmnHmmt Ami Some

The proposed amendment to the Con 
•titation of Kentucky which enables 
inanicip«liti«i to provide for taxation of 
property other than real fstate and iin 
provementa thereon, baced on income 
lioenaea or franchises, will be i^ubmittet. 
to • vote of the people of Kentuclcy at 
the next November election. 

• • • 

Tiie preliminary stepa have been taken 
by the General Aaiembly, and the pro- 
poMd amendoMBt la aa follows : 

"The Oenent At*emh1y may by general 
law$ provide for taidiinn hi/ munkipalitieB of 
property other than lawU and improvement* 
thereon, based on income, licentet or /ran- 
cftiMf which may be either in addition to or in 
Heu qf ad valorem taj-e$ thereon." 

The effect and purposes of this amend' 
ment are to confer power on the k';;isla- 
tore to permit municipalities to levy ali- 
een$e, franchite or income tax in lieu of an ad 
nOornn tar on ji/rfminl prnpii-ty. The 
whole matter is thus referred to the Le^ 
ialatar* and left nnder ita control and 
submission. 

The measure is an important one, and 
In the opinion of the Dispatch possesses 
much merit. At loa!>t it deserves the 
most serious and enli(fhtencd con^idera 
tion on the part of the voters. Under 
our present law ot taxaiion it is impossi 
ble to levy a tax ou personalty in lartce 
niiiiiicipalities that is just either to the 
State or the citiz 'n. Tuxes are levied as 
of the Ist of September on personal prop 
erty on hand and listed for taxation at 
that time. The tax laws take no notice 
of a citizen's possessions at any other 
pMriod of the year, and it ia an easy mat- 
ter for the taxpayer in large cities to le^;- 
nlate his possessions with that fact in 
view. This fact makes an unjust dis- 
crimination between the honest and dis- 
honest taxpayer. No taxation is jtiHt 
that ia not equal, and while the present 
law alma at equality it is only a theory, 
theactoalresnlt bliowincgros!' ineiiUKlity. 
In laqw dties personal property is daily 
ehanffinff hands, and even in the case of 
tlie honp.«t taxpayer the amount of hi 
taxes would be made to depend to some 
extent at least on chance. To secure 
C'liiality in taxation there must be some 
certain definite standard of measurement 
as between the citizens. Leaviofc out of 
eiitht the possibilities of fraud under the 
present law on the part of dishonest tax- 
payers, it is well known that in these 
mnnicipalities there are many concerns 
whose taxable property under the pres- 
ent law is dout)le that of other concerns 
whose earning capacity and profita are 
mnch lar((er, and both of these concerns 
mijiht havi on cvhtv day of the year, but 
one, a large amount of personal property 
on which no taxes conld be levied or col> 
leoted. This is unjust to the State, be- 
catise it loses much revenue to wliicli it 
is entitled, and unjust to the citizen be- 
cause it destroys equality of taxation, and 
seriously interferes w^itli competition in 
business. 

On the other hand if ajadicions law be 
enacted providing for an income or li- 
cciiBe tax, which at least are substantially 
the same, perfect equality in assessment 
woald be secured, and both the State and 
the taxpayer would have a definite rule 
under whicli to act. We distinguish be- 
tween the different kinds of taxation, 
bot at last they are and Rhould be the 
same. Tax on real estate diilers from a 
tax on the income of a business only in 
name. Real estate value is determined 
by its income, and it is assessed according 
to its value. The value of a man's busi 
nesa ia determined by the income, and 
the rule aa to taxation should be the 
same. The only dillVrence between the 
two ia the value of one ia more variable 
than the other, bat the principle of taxa 
tion as to eaih is the same. In munici' 
palities large amounts of capital are in 
TNted In mere trancblaea, and in many 
cases large profits are realized fiom a 
business having little or no taxable as- 
sets, lu other cases there ia large nom- 
inal capital which is of very little actual 
value, and in all such and many other 
like caaas the present mode of taxation is 
either grossly unjust to the State or ruin- 
ons to the taxpayer. The interests of 
the municipality and all other divisions 
of the Commonwealth on tbia subject are 
Identical. The monldpallty Is tbebome 

of the factory, the workshop and the cen- 
ter of trad*. If the factories are multi- 
plied, the trad* iBcre a aed and mad* more 
active, every one profits by it— on the 
other hand, if the factories are closed, or 
operated nnder bnrdena they oan not 
carry, activity in all branches of tnide is 
deatroyed and all auffer. The people 
■hMld oooaldar nd vote on this amend* 
ment In • spirit of liberality and with « 



full knowlaripi* of the sitnatten. If tb« 

nicasiirp >)<• ado-'tfd the r>ispn»ch be- 
lieves that the Lc^it^lature will provide a 
system of taxation that will be fair to the 
State, and fair to the taxpayer, and that 
all parts of the Commonwealth will bl 
benefited by the change. At all events it 
could do no harm to confer on the Legis- 
lature a diseretioli hi this matter.

The remainder of 
the evening waa devoted to informal 
greetings. 

The attendance anrpassea all ezpecta- 
tiona.
